Ph!l Thompson Shows Wherein Oak 
land Claims Against Re-routing of 
Trains Is Misleading.

An interesting statement has been 
issued by Phil Thompson, president of 
the Civic League of San Francisco, on 
the Peninsula Bureau project of rout¬ 
ing more trains over the Southern Pa¬ 
cific bridge at Dumbarton. This state¬ 
ment has been sent to the boards of 
supervisors of San Francisco and San 
Mateo counties and to the different 
civic bodies of the peninsula. 

This statement refutes claims of the 
Oakland Chamber of Commerce and 
civic organizations of the east bay re¬ 
gion as these were published in an 
Oakland newspaper. These claims 
state that the re-routing of trains 
would considerably increase the dis¬ 
tance the trains must travel to reach 
San Francisco. Thompson points out 
that the rail distance between main¬ 
land points and San Francisco would 
not be increased by the proposed 
change. It is shown that the distance 
between Tracy and San Francisco by 
way of Oakland and the ferry system 
is 82.2 miles, whereas by way of Dum¬ 
barton cutoff it would be 84.6, a dif¬ 
ference of only 2.4 miles. It is also 
shown that based on present speed 
restrictions the same time can be 
made, but that with slight expense the 
route via Dumbarton can be prepared 
so that the speed restrictions can be 
raised, thus reducing the running 
time. 

The Oakland Chamber of Commerce 
is said to be stating that the proposal 
to send mainland trains over the Dum- 
barton bridge is not feasible and is 
discriminatory against the entire east 
bay district for the benefit of Red¬ 
wood City, San Mateo and other 
peninsula communities. The report 
points out that these peninsula com¬ 
munities have been discrimin'kled 
against for the last twelve years or 
more, and suggests that they should 
be accorded an equal opportunity to 
have direct contact with their trade 
in the interior. It is also contended

What is, probably, the boldest case 
of abduction ever taking place in San 
Mateo county was staged at Beresford 
Tuesday night, when Suza Yamauchi, 
17-year-old daughter of Mrs. Niga 
Yamauchi, pi'oprietor of a nursery and 
flower garden at Beresford, was kid¬ 
naped by her lover, Yomo Yamamoto, 
20 years of age, and until recently a 
student at the San Mateo union high 
school. 

According to the story of a number 
of Japanese, employees of the nursery, 
who told the story to Chief or Police 
Burke of San Maeeo Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, Yamamoto appeared at the Ya- 
maucht homa^hortly after 9 o’clock 
Tuesday evening. His knock at the 
door was answered by Mrs. Yamauchi, 
who was confronted by the young 
Japanese accompanied by two burly 
negroes. They stated that the youth 
sprang into the room and seized the 
girl and dragged her to the door. He 
was assisted by the negroes, who held 
the screaming mother and several 
Japanese gardeners at bay with pis¬ 
tols. The girl, struggling violently, 
was lifted into a car which stood in 
the road and driven rapidly way. As 
soon as the car had disappeared, the 
two negroes turned and dashed off 
into the darkness. 

The sheriff’s office is now working 
on the case.

Nicola Podesta, an Italian, whose 
home was at 274 Batlett street, San 
Francisco, died at the South San 
Francisco Hospital Sunday night 
about midnight of injuries probably 
received by being run down on the 
highway ear Tanforan about an hour 
earlier. ’ When he arrived at the hos¬ 
pital he was found to be suffering 
from a fractured skull and fractured 
collarbone. 

The unfortunate man was found un¬ 
conscious at the side of the road by 
W. Stevens, an utoist, and rushed to 
the hospital. Daly City and Colma 
authorities believe he was struck by 
a speeding automobile, although they 
said there was a possibility that he 
had been the victim of bandits. The 
dead man was 37 years of age. 

As Podesta never, regained con¬ 
sciousness after being found on the 
road, nothing could be learned as to 
the identity of those responsible for 
his death. 

The body remained unidentified for 
several hours until the arrival of Mrs. 
Podesta at the hospital. The deceased 
leaves a widow and four children.

JURY AWARDS $5000 IN SUIT 

AUTOMOBILE COLLISION

Edward Gibson of San Francisco 
was awarded a verdict for $5000 dam¬ 
ages by a jury in the superior court 
Monday in his suit against A. M. 
Trescony for $11,725 for injuries re¬ 
ceived and damage to his Ford auto¬ 
mobile in a collision on the state 
highway one mile south of Holy Cross 
Cemetery the morning of May 11,1921. 

Gibson contended that Trescony, 
driving his Marmon car, carelessly 
drove into a motorcycle ridden by 
Elmer G. Mahin and Robert Skellln- 
ger of San Bruno, throwing the 
motorcycle against the car and caus¬ 
ing Gibson to be thrown out and se¬ 
verely injured. Mahin and Skellinger 
were both killed, Mahin instantly and 
Skellinger dying later in the South 
San Francisco Hospital.

It was after the untimely death of 
l,er husband at the age of 42 that 
Queen Victoria became the victim of 
B settled melancholy. For 20 years 
gfter that event she continued to wear 
mourning, took little or no Interest 
in the social life of her subjects, and 
made a slave of herself in her cor¬ 
respondence and In her Interviews 
with her ministers on public questions 
and the details of government. 

It was not until Disraeli became 
premier that the queen emerged from 
the shadow of bereavement. He fas¬ 
cinated her by his rhetoric and poetic 
gtyle of address. Gladstone, she said, 
used to speak to her as if she was 
a public meeting, but Disraeli re¬ 
membered that she was a lonely 
woman with a hungry heart. He fed 
this hunger in letters that were almost 
affectionate In tone. He called her 
Gloriana and Titania, queen of the 
fairies, and in a thousand similes 
ministered to her self-esteem. He 
waved the magic wand of flattery and 
Titania began to enjoy life once more. 

So the queen In her old age be¬ 
came popular with her subjects and 
revealed those mellow graces, those 
milder attributes, that made her be¬ 
loved and revered at home and abroad. 
—Detroit News. 


phrase in use by romans 

Writers of Ancient Empire FI ret Re¬ 
ferred to the OUime of "Ducks 
and Drakes." 

"Ducks and drakes," an expression 
used commonly in connection with a 
person who is heedless in money or 
business matters, has gained wide cir¬ 
culation since It was first used among 
the Romans. 

Minuclus Felix and other ancient 
writers allude to a game of scaling 
oyster shells or stones on the water. 
If the stone emerged once It was said 
ta be a “duck." 

England adopted the game and gave 
the phrase its present-day meaning. 
Just when It was first applied is not 
known. But it is well used In Henry 
Peacham's book, "The Worth of a 
Penny,” published in London in 1647: 

"I remember In Queen Elizabeth's 
time a wealthy citizen of London left 
bis son a mighty estate In money, who, 
Imag in ing he should never be able to 
spend It, would usually make ducks 
and drakes in the Thames river, with 
shilling pieces as boys are wont to 
do with titles and oyster shells.

Lawn Against Profanity. 

Did you know that according to the 
law of England swearing Is an offense 
for which you may be convicted by a

A day laborer, com¬ 
mon soldier or seaman forfeits one shil¬ 
ling for every oath; every other person

Flower* and Season* 

The relation off the colors off flowers 
to the seasons has attracted the at¬ 
tention of a Canadian professor, who 
finds that of 539 flowering plants in the 
provinces of Quebec and Ontario, 
about one-third have white flowers. 
Yellow flowers come next, and com¬ 
prise about one-quarter of the total. 
Purples and blues form about one- 
ninth or tenth. White flowers are com¬ 
monest In April and June, whereas 
yellow are frequent In July, August 
and September. One can not help 
noticing that the spring flowers have 
delicate colors as a rule, whites or 
pale pinks, yellows and blues, whereas
